"Several important undertak- 
ings were started and partly 
completed last year. I refer par- j 
ticularly to the reconstruction of 
our electric light system. By 
carrying on this work with our 
own town labor during the next 
two or three years, we will have 
brought our electric light system 
up to Hydro standards with a 
saving to the town which 1 
estimate to bis at least $00,000. 

"Now in order lo accomplish 
this end we must nil pull to- 
gether. We must have harmony 
and faithful service rendered by 
our civic employees. We must 
also have patience and tolerance 
amongst our citizens, as incon- 
veniences are bound lo arise 
while workmen are changing 

over and replacing the electric 
light system. 

**I have given mu°h thought 
lo the taxation system of the 
town. One thing I believe lo be 
tremendously unfair. Namely, 
two large merchandising firms 
in Toronto, Eaton's and Simp- 
son's, can while occupying two 
small order offices do more 
business and take more cash 
from the town and surrounding 
country than all the merchants 
on Main Street added together. 
Nothwi'.hstanding this fact the 
law ns it is today only permits 

us to tax them proportionately 
on. the two small offices which 
they occupy. If they were also 
taxed on their volume of busi- 
ness they would be paying at 
least more than four mills on 
the tax rate. 

"These old laws that were fair 
enough 50 years ago should be 
revised and brought up lo date. 

'To handle matters of this 
kind together with many other 
problems it would be a great 
advantage for the town to have 
a merchants' association from 
which resolutions and suggest- 
ions could come from time to 
time lo assist the council. ?> v,r 

"Again I will ask the citizens, 
as I have done in former years: 
If you have a complaint or be- 
lieve yourself to be wrongly 
treated in some way, come to 
me or to the proper member of 
council to deal with the matter. 
We will do the very best we can 
to give you justice and fair 
treatment. ..

Taxation should be on turn-over 
as the mayor suggests. So 2 hope 
that Ihe merchants wilt act on 

the suggestion, so that we may 

have the weight of organization 
in getting legislative action. 
There arc also cleaners' coming 
in here and taking business from 
our local cleaners." . 

One of the leaders in n nearby 
township has told me that we 
woutdnH be alone in such a 
fight," said Mayor Boyd. 

"1 don't like passing the buck 
to the local merchants," said 
Councillor D, O. Mungovan. "I 
think that this council should go 
on record and should contact the 
legislative committee of the 
legislature."

"My idea is that a merchants' 
association should prompt us and 
provide us with ideas on matters 
of interest to them," said Dr.

It was 
up to the town council to do 
what it could to help, he said.

Another line report on New- 
market high school was given 
this week by H. II. Wallace, 111- 
snecior. 



The report follows: 

The accommodations are of u 

very satisfactory character and 

are being mainUdned in good 

condition. The highest grading 

is again assigned throughout. 

The special art room with its 
well-planned equipment is a very 
u.seful feature of the accommo- 
dations. It would be a further 
advantage if a convenient water 
supply were available in this 
room. Probably this could he 
provided without undue diffi- 
culty or expense.*

The equipment for the several 
departments of the work of the 
school is being kept at a good 
standard. Considerable addition* 
have been made to the library far 
both reference purposes and 
general supplementary reading. 
Hooks have been provided also 
for the required additional read- 
ing in modern languages, Fur- 
ther useful apparatus has beim 
obtained for the leaching of 
physics andlchcmJstry. 

The equipment in general is In 
a well-cnrcd-for condition, 

An adequate allotment of time 
has been made for teaching the 
various courses. Vocal music is 
taught In all the first-year classes 
and both this subject unci the 
commerical : work of the general 
course are provided as options in 
the second year. The full work 
of the commercial department is 
begun in the third year and is 
carried forward on a two-year 
plan. The organization, of the 
school for the current academic 



year is well planned. 

Staff: The members of the 
staff arc qualified under Ihu 
regulations for their present 
duties. Discipline: good. Attend- 
ance: 329, 150 boys, 170 girls. All 

regularly admitted. Textbooks: 
all authorized, Registers: Uni- 
formly and neatly kept. Cata- 
logue of equipment: in good 
order and entered m date. 

Kuglish literature texts in 
lower, school: a good selection 
has been made. Supplementary 
reading; a good plan to promote 
and supervise the* supplementary 
reading. The school library bus 
an especially active circulation. 
Intensive and extensive reading 
in foreign languages: regular 
provision is made for sight trans- 
lation. Additions to classroom 
decorations: nnne. Fire-drill: 
practised on the average twice a 
month. Work of janitor. Very 
satisfactory. The classrooms and 
the building, generally were 
found tidy and clean. 

The staff is a competent one. 
The teaching observed was on 
the whole very satisfactory. 
None was poor nod u good deal 
of it was of superior quality. 
Miss Patterson, tin* only member 
of the .staff without previous 
leaching experience, has made a 
satisfactory beginning in her 
duties. 

The oral reading of the pupils 
and their oral expression gen- 
erally in their classwork show 
thiil good results are being 

secured from the regular .atten- 
tion given these matters,- * 

The results, of the lest In 
spelling given to all the first - 
year pupils were above the 
average. The writing of most nf 
these pupils Is very Fair but 
should improve through further 
regular instruction. 

The exercises U\ bookkeeping 
and for the mosl part those in 
business practice -are done satis- 
factorily, 

-In - the revised course, in art 
much very creditable work has 
been .accomplished.-- The good 
facilities provided for this sub- 
ject eheounige enterprise on the 
part of the teacher "and the 
pupils. ;, In »u»st of : (he: notebooks 
in science the drawings are made 



carefully and the written, notes 
are neatly prepared.. 

A considerable number of 
interesting and helpful special 
projects have been carried out by 
the pupils studying geography, 

ancient history and Canadian 
history. 

The classes in both boys' and 
gii Is* physical education are con- 
ducted efficiently. The appara- 
tus work of the senior boys in 
the gymnasium is worthy of 
special mention. 

.This is a well-managed school 
in which the general standard of 
achievement is maintained at a 
very satisfactory . level. The 
first-grade? accommodation:, and 
the encouraging |M>licy of the 
board in regard In the provision 
of equipment contribute to the 
tfo©d scholastic results, as meas- 
ured by the departmental exam- 
inations, which continue to be 
obtained. The conduct of the 
pupils in the hulls and classrooms 
and their altitude? towards their 
duties are creditable in them- 
selves and also to the principal 
and staff for the quality of their 
leaching ami leadership in other 
activities related to the develop- 
ment of the pupils* abilities. 

The daily routine of the school 
is carried on efficient ly* In this, 
as in various other matters of 
executive detail, the principal is 
assisted by « capable school sec- 
retary. 

The instruction in vneul music 
is making a useful contribution 

to the cultural life of the school. 
It is also gratifying to find that 
the pupils are making generous 
use of the material in the school 
library. They should hiMHdll in 
the .future from, tin's opportunity 
to widen their reading interests 
while in school and lo secure 
training in the iise nf works of 
reference. I trust that further 
extension of the usefulness of the 
library may prove possible.
